The Governor has specifically 
recommended that the State Aid 
Program be reduced by $7.5 mil- 
lion. These monies are used to 
match local dollars for work on 
State Aid roads within municipal 
boundaries, 

The 15 communities within my 
district will be Part of those most 
severely impacted by the Gover- 
ner’s proposal because he wants 
to eliminate the 1981 Town Road 
Improvement allocation of $1 mil- 
lion. Brennan feels that this will 
have litile effect on communities 
because of expected increases in 
excise tax collections. The small 
rural communities that enjoy the 
greatest relief from this program 
are too small to enjoy significant 
increases in excise tax collections. 
Any increase in excise tax is used 
to offset the generated increase in 
the maintenance of the cost of 
roads. 

The Governor and his adminis- 
tration either don’t realize or are 
irresponsibly ignoring the deferred 
cost being applied to the Maine 
taxpayers in the future, I feel he 
is setting in motion a chain of 
events that could Play havoc for 
years to come with what has been 
a well run highway program, 

We have a road paving program 
that should be covering 1,500 miles 
per year. In 1979 the State paved 
only 865 miles and he proposed to 
cut this still further when we can 
reasonably anticipate less revenue 
than this year and higher costs for 
petroleum based Paving materials, 

Gov. Brennan Proposes to take 
this $7.5 million from the State 
Aid re-construction accounts which 
is used to match units raised local- 
ly for highway construction and re- 
construction. This one-time use of 
State Aid funds indicates a com- 
plete reversal of the fiscal Policy

Plaints from constituents that the 
Maine State Department of Human 
Services had requested Supple- 
mental Security Income (SSD re- 
cipients living in government- 


subsidized facilities to reliquish. 


a $226 federal energy assistance 
allowance, Congress appropriated 
funds for this special, one-time 
allowance in November, so that 
SSI recipients might pay increas- 
ing heat and light bills during the 
winter or defray the cost of other 
necessities such as warm winter 
clothing, shoes, blankets or food. 

At the time Congress took this 
action, it was well known that 
some SSI recipients living in nurs- 
ing homes or publicly assisted 
housing would not have the burd- 
‘en of higher energy costs. Yet, to 
achieve the timely delivery of the 
checks to those who desperately 
required them, Congress decided 
to send the money to all SST re- 
cipients, regardless of their living 
‘arrangements, 

The administrative task of sep- 
arating those recipients living in 
subsidized housing from those who 
do not would have Significantly 
delayed the mailings of the allow- 
ance. Checks would not have arriv- 
.ed until after the period of great- 
est need, mid-winter, SSI recipients 
are over 65 or blind or disabled; 
without this assistance many would 
have faced desperate circumstan- 
ces. Had Congress chosen the route 
of strict administration, the lives of 
Many of our least fortunate citi- 
zens would have been jeopardized. 

In the future, I think Congress 
should act far enough in advance 
of the heating season to permit 
procedures that will more precise- 
ly target similar allowances, But 
this year, perfect administration 
could have meant some Maine peo- 
ple suffering deprivation, 
Retaliation Against the Russians 

Although I Support President 
Carter's embargo of commodities 
exported to the Soviet Union as 
retaliation for the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan, the Administra- 
tion’s support of the affected do- 
mestic markets has been unequal. 
Last week, I learned that poultry 
exports were among the embargo- 
‘ed goods; yet the Administration 
has not yet taken measures to 
prevent widespread disruption in 
the American market-place, 

I have contacted Bob Bergland, 
the Secretary of Agriculture, ur- 
ging him to provide support of the 
poultry cash market in the same 
way the grain market was sup- 
Ported. It is essential that some 
action be taken to preserve the 
financially troubled northeast 
broiler market, in which Maine 
play a significant role. Although 
the summer months are tradition- 
ally the most profitable for the 
poultry industry, the past summer 
was the most unprofitable in re- 
cent memory for Maine's poultry 
industry, the 13th largest produc- 


er in the nation.
